This amendment is responsive to the non-final office action dated 
February 08, 2007. Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.136(a), the Applicants hereby 
petition for a three month extension of time to respond to the OfTice Action.

In the office action, the title of the invention is objected as being non- 
descriptive. Claims 1-35 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being 
unpatentable over Dunn et al. [US 5,916,302] and further in view of Schuster [US 
6,577,622], Further, claims 36-44 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as being 
directed toihe non-statutory subject matter.
